Curbing of Strikes—President 

Is One Who Determines Policy. 

It is easy to say that a “strong man”. in 
the Department of Labor would have found 
means of preventing the 1941 ‘‘wave of 
strikes” in defense industries. The criticism 
opens up questions which are outside the 
scope of this article. Suffice it that the 
theory is at least equally tenable that crack- 
down methods by the Secretary of Labor 
would have hindered rather than helped the 
defense effort. In any case, it is the: Presi- 
dent, not Miss Perkins, who. is the author of 
the higher labor policies of the Government, 
and if the defense program was impeded by 
these: policies the fault was primarily his-and 
not his agent's.

_<|Autoeracy to Democracy. 


Grattan writes as a warm friend 
of Australia (“My second country is 
Australia”) but he doesn’t let his 
sympathies run away with his 
critical faculty. He finds that Aus- 
tralia, in the century and a half 
of its history, has gone through @ 
truly remarkable evolution from 
the autocracy of a penal colony to 
“the freedom of a modern social 
democracy,” but that tHe “common 
Australian claim to the. highest 
standard of living in the world” is 
unwarranted. : 

“What is true,” he writes, . “is 
that Australia is one of the high 
standard countries, ranking along 
with, but nevertheless below, its 
neighbor New Zealand, the United 
States and Can Often when 
driven from their position by ob- 
viously true calculations about real 
wages, Australians will take refuge 
in the. allegation that the social 
services warrant their claim. This 
is not true either. Here again Aus- 
tralia is-an advanced country, but 
it is not the most advanced coun- 
try. The horrid fact is that the 
uncritical Australian boosters have 
become the principal obstacles to 
the realization of the claim they so 
vociferously make.” 


‘Recalcitrant Continent.’ 


On this point, the author calls 
to the witness stand a number of 
thoughtful Australians, Their tes- 
timony is typified by that of a 
University of Sydney professor: 
“Measured against the scope and 
content of social services in older 
countries, such as Sweden and 
Great Britain, ours in Australia 
are rudimentary.. Once famed as 
pioneers in the social laboratory, 
we have fallen far behind, smugly 
satisfied with our achievements.”

But 
I never became convinced that the 
first type dominated in converva- 
tive politics, or that the latter dom- 
inated the Labor party. This is not) 
to say that the moderates of 
two parties cannot dislike one 
other’s, measures. That also 
be a silly conclusion. They do,’ 
and with reason, for they stand for 
different economic interests at 
bottom. . .. But discounting the 
froth and bubble of political cam- 
paigning, the conditions of win- 
ning office in Australia are such 
that the two great political groups 
tend to approach one another in 
their programs, disagreeing—and 
strongly disagreeing—on methods. 
In politics ‘deviations’ from the 
proper line cause as much bitter- 
ness as fundamental disagree- 
ments.” : 

From all of which i appears 
that the exact counterparts of our 
political battles over the New Deal 
are waged in Australia.

If his “belly is black,” he is pretty 
wicked.

if he’s “unable to set his belly,” 
he is angry, and his anger might 
reach the state where he “stands 
up his belly.” On the other hand, 
the {wo of you may “match your 
bellies” and be friends; then he 
™may “split his belly wide open,” 
that is, talk frankly (if you haven't

sist that he really “possesses a very 
large belly,” which makes him a 
broadminded person.

But even if the Japanese soul 
is in the belly, we'll have to ex- 
amine it.

Japan is on the war path; 


the 
strange doing of 72 million Jap- 
anese make a good deal of history 
just now. And, if we venture 
across 5000 milés of open ocean to 
find out what going on, we'll 
find that there is no dictator 
‘whose lust for power plunged the 
Japanese into this war. There are 
only 72 million Japanese people. 

We will have to face these peo- 
ple. We will have to deal with 
them. And as they know all about 
us, we may as well know some- 
thing about them. 

It is strange to think that there 
is, in this modern world, a civiliza- 
tion so utterly different from ours, 
and that it thrives not on the 
planet Mars but on the other side 
of the Pacific Ocean. Japanese do 
not. know how to live—from our 
point of view. Japanese have no 
chairs to sit on, no beds to sleep 
in; their food is unpalatable by 
Western standards. Japanese use 
chopsticks for arranging wood in a 
stove, for picking caterpillars off 
rosebushes, for separating the 
charred bones of their dead, and 
for eating.

So if one goes out on the town 
in London to any great extent, he 
ig confronted with a menu of mag- 
nificent implications—since it is 
printed in French—but reduced to 
a diet of dreary monotony. I know, 
because during my first weeks in 
England I not only lived and ate 
at Grand Hotel, but I was taken 
to luntheon and dinner frequently 
by British friends who would 
rather dine poorly in the right 
place than banquet in a hole-in- 
the-wall. 

In the first place, the most ex- 
pensive restaurants and the best 
hotels can no more obtain beef or 
lamb in quantity than the average 
household. I cannot tell you how 
joyously I ordered “hambérger” at 
the Savoy Hotel the first time it 
was on the menu after my arrival, 
It was a poor thing, heaven knows, 
but it at least had a slight meat 
flavor, 

Even great hotels like the Savoy 
must take their infinitesimal beef 
ration, grind it up and add from 
50 to 70 per cent 6f mashed potato, 
bread crumbs or other ersatz in 
order to serve beef at all. 

Let me write hastily that all the 
fresh, green vegetables belong to 
the sturdy cabbage family and then 
draw the curtain quickly. A few 
restaurants. still have petit pois. 
They bring 60 to 75 cents a side 
dish. Now petit pois are some- 
thing I would scorn to eat at home, 
but here it takes all my will power 
to keep from ordering them when 
I know that inevitably, invariably 
and ubiquitously, I shall get brus- 
sels sprouts or one of its relatives. 

As for desserts, with butter, 
sugar and milk (if there is cream 
in England, I have yet. to see it) 
so strictly rationed, it is a miracle 
that the ghef achieves any at all, 


monotonous and mainly, too far re- . 


mroved from all the standards of 
graciousness and beauty that they 


had come to expect in their sur- | 


roundings. They wanted homes 
that were suited to present-day 
living and yet they wanted an at- 
mosphere of repose that was far 
removed from the stress and strain 
of the outside world.

And that is what they are get- 
ting‘ in modern furniture.

Now, “functional” is used more as 
a term of adaptability; for this 
furniture will function equally well 
in living room, dining room or bed- 
room. It is very similar’ to .the 
pure modern in that it is usually 
all of one height, with various 
pieces that can be in group- 
ings. Its main differences le in 
the fact that curves have crept in 
once again; hardware becomes im- 
portant and even, on occasion, elab- 
orate; regular woods such as ma- 
h-7zany, walnut, and even oak are 


being utilized; above all, it is less 


scvere, less austere, than it has 
been heretofore. 

In addition to this “functional” 
furniture, there is another type 
that comes more or lese under the 
term of “contemporary.” ‘These 
pieces fange from actual reproduc- 
tions of period pieces that are 
given a modern effect’ through 
new finishes of the wood, the 
stripping off of ornamentation, the 
introduction of modern metals for 
hardware, and modern fabrics for 
upholstery, to furniture that is 
essentially modern in design and 
yet borrows some detail such as 
legs, shape or hardware, from the

When the Revellers Sang. 


HE internationally famous 

Revellers Quartet was added 

to the show Nov. 17, 1933, suc- 
ceeding the Cavaliers. 

The late Amelia Earhart Put- 
nam was the first guest on this 
program «when ‘on May 19, 1933, 
she spoké to the nation on the 
anniversary of her flight across 
the Atlantic. One df the more fre- 
quent guests on the program after 
that was the late Col. Louis McHen- 
ry Howe, then secretary to Presi- 
dent Roosévelt. Howe's first ap- 
pearance was on Dec. & 1933, when 
he spoke on “The plans and 
achievements of the present gov- 
‘ernment.” 

In that same summer of 1933, the 
program introduced baseball com- 
ment by Ford Bond, and that fall 
Grantland Rice, veteran sports col- 
umnist, began his yearly, talks on 
gridiron activities. | 
It was in Miss Dragonette’s vaca- 
‘tion in 1936 that Lucille Manners, 
then a radio unknown, sang as the 
substitute soloist. The following 
year, Feb. 5, Miss Manners became 
the regular prima donna of the 
series. Dr. Frank Black, NBC's 
general music director, took over 
the baton Feb, 4, 1938, and has led
